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PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire stand- 
point. New Hampshire had the best record in the nation. 
Fewer acres were burned, suppression costs were substan- 
tially reduced and damage to woodlands held to a minimum. 
The record resulted from a combination of favorable weather 
conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperating public. 

Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note. 
58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by care- 
less smokers and debris burners. 10%, or 1 out of every 9 
fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent min- 
ded individuals and failure of parents to properly supervise 
children and keep matches out of their reach, annually cause 
these unnecessary fires which cost large sums to extinguish 
and cause extensive damage. The elimination of these three 
causes of fires would radically change this picture. The rules 
are simple — 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest 
fire warden - the law requires it. 
Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
Make certain your fireis DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from 
moving vehicles - use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home - Use your town dump and save 
yourself much possible difficulty, both personal and 
financial.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM IN WENTWORTH 


During the past year, children in the first three 
grades have been working with songs with simple mel- 
odic lines and rhythmic patterns in an effort to improve 
ability to sing in tune and music reading. Use of rhythm 
instruments and rhythmic activities such as marching, 
skipping, sliding and galoping have shown improvement 
in most instances. Listening has been varied and students 
are becoming more aware of melody, form, change of 
mood, and rhythmic patterns. 


Students in the fourth through eighth grades have 
improved tone quality and enunciation in singing, and at 
the same time, extended knowledge of theory. Part sing- 
ing has been weak because of insufficient practice. Rhy- 
thmic activities have included use of rhythm instruments 
for accompaniment to songs, folk and square dancing. 
Listening has been correlated whenever possible with 
other subjects, and the children have shown marked im- 
provement in discussion of music and musicians because 
of increased experiences.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual re- 
ports show the total amount paid to the superintendent 
of schools as per the following quotation: “REPORTS. 
Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall annu- 
ally prepare a report showing the total salary paid to the 
superintendent, which report shall show in detail the 
amount derived from the per capita tax and the amount 
paid directly by each school district in the union”. 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses 1s 
prorated among the several! school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1958-59 received a salary of $7,000 which was made up as 
follows: $3,500 paid from the per capita tax and $3,500 
prorated among the several school districts. Allowance 
of $1,100 for travel within the union was also prorated as 
stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT TO THE 
WENTWORTH SCHOOL BOARD 


{ hereby submit my annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. During the past year the progress 
made in the education of your children in the Wentworth 
school has been most gratifying. lt is my honest opinion 
that the school is being run better and the children are 
getting a better education now than at any time since | 
have been your Superintendent. I am very pleased with 
the progress and the work I see being done in your 
school. 

Looking ahead to next year, I sincerely hope that 
you will be able to see fit to again employ three teachers. 
in so far as I can determine, there will be eleven chil- 
dren entering the first grade which may make it neces- 
sary to house only grades I and II in the primary room 
and three grades in each of the other rooms. However, 
this is an administrative problem which I will settle 
when it becomes necessary to the benefit of all concerned. 

As this is written, your school has complete series 
of the latest up-to-date text books for the various classes 
and for the next several years, excluding replacements, 
we should be in a good situation from the standpoint of 
purchasing new books. 

During the past year, we have maintained what lI 
consider to be a good elementary school testing program, 
In the early fall all first graders are given Metropolitan 
iteadiness tests which indicates to us whether or not any 
particular child is ready for first grade. This varies in 
‘many children and some do not reach the readiness stage 
until very late in the year. Statistics show that probably 
25 percent of entering first graders are not ready for 
school. In the spring all first graders are given the Metro- 
politan Primary Achievement Battery, so we can accu- 
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rately as possible judge their progress for the year. In all 
other grades, complete Metropolitan Batteries are given 
in the fall to check on the strengths and weaknesses of 
the pupils and again before school closes to re-check the 
teaching that has been done in all areas. Mental Ability 
tests are given each year to the 3rd, 5th, and 7th graders. 
A folder on each child is maintained throughout his 
elementary schooling with test results and other data 
that may help the high school that he or she attends 
piace pupils where they belong. I am sorry it was not 
possible to be with you for the graduation services last 
year but I would like to have you know that plans are 
now being made this year for the usual Town Hall grad- 
uation that has always been held. 

IT wish to thank the Schoo! Board for their coopera- 
tion and understanding during the past year.
